WHY SHOULD*NT KIRBY PAGE SPEAK? 


Atheism and socialism has swept the universities of the 
entire world. Finding their capitol in Russia in the Godless 
University of Moscow, they have spread over the whole of Europe 
and the Western World, including the United States, and they 
have, through Russia's system of Sovietism, spread over the 
greater part of India and China, In these world powers,, the 
students in all leading universities are fast becoming believers 
in atheism and socialism as a matter of form or culture. It is 
with terror that we look forward to the day when the students of 
our own America will become "Godless." 

Freedom of speech, freedom of mifctd,' and religious toleration 
is the cry of professors in our universities. Admit the theory, 
the study, and the practice of socialism and -atheism into our 
own fs.ir land is the frenzied plea of these administrators. 

Admit these base, vile, overthrowere of the God of our fathers 
into our halls and assemblies is the overwhelming proposed, of the 
instructors in our institutions of learning. This plea for 
toleration, this plea for the stiudy ©nd practice of atheism and 
socialism, this plea for the admittance of atheistic speakers in 
our midst has and is impairing the ideals, the faith, and relig¬ 
ious morals of the students or all universities in the world.

Why should'nt Kirby Page speak? I will enumerate and discuss 
five reasons why Kirby Page should'nt speak in Baylor University^ 

1. Kirby Page is closely associated with Norman Thomas, 
the head of the Socialist Party, the director of the League for ‘ 
Industrial Democracy, and one of the leaders in The American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

2. Kirby Page is closely associated with Sherwood Eddy. 
ex-Y.M.C.A. official, who is an open socialist. 

3. Kirby Page is editor of The World Tomorrow, a social¬ 
istic and radical organization. 

4. Kirby Page is a socialist. 

5. Kirby Page accepted pay from an atheistic organization. 

Norman Thomas, who is a contributing editor of The World ■- 
Tomorrow, is a director of The Garland Fund, a communistic sub- 
®idizi n g organization, one of iho loaders of The American Civil 
Liberties Union, and a leader of The International Labor Defense, 

In The World Tomorrow, Thomas wrote, Socialism; The Way out 
for America. 11 Ho wrote the. following statements 

"Religion might 'do, but it suggests another worldly 
interest, and theology which I do not mean.' 5 

He goes on to suggest that wo need a new philosophy in 
the place o£ religions "Maoism is not the philosophy needed, 
but we will owe a great debt when the new philosophy is found*"' 

(Carl Marx was a German socialist who was banished from France 
and Germany.) 






The Amerioan Civil Liberties Union is the intermediary ^hich 
maintains thajlnternational Labor Defense, to both of which Thomas 
ia a membox*. The Irrt-ejria^ional, JLabor Defense received $35,600. 
frbnf^The Garland Fund. (The Garland Fund subsidizes severed 
paciiist, cuinmunist, and radical organizactions) Now, the most 
startling thing comes to the front. The World Tomorrow, of which 
Kirby Page is editor, was subsidized by this communistic fund. 

Does not this striko you. as significant? Among the directors of 
the Garland Fund are Benjamin Sitlow, who was indicted for 
criminal anarch/, Norman Thomas, and Reger Baldwin, who said that 
his organisation-;The 0; rlnncl Fund) upholds the right of a citizen 
to oommit murder or assassination, and by force and violence the 
overthrew of the Uni toe. States Government. 

Sherwood Eddy, who is an ex-Y.M.C.A- official, openly con¬ 
fesses to be a socialist, rand in his article, ''Whither Russia.," 
published in The World Tomorrow in December 1930, he suggests that 
the United States should recogonizo Russia,. In Heaven's name, let 
us pray that the United States will not recogonise a. country with¬ 
out any religion at all; a country who says, "There is no God." 

The World Tomorrow is a socialistic, a, pacifist, and a I 
radical magazine that has been subsidized by the Garland Fund 
about which I have already spoken. 

These are quotations from that magazine; 

Mr. Richard Niebuhr, in his article on "Religion 
Ethics" said, " — in every instance the effort is made to 
morality upon a factor available to all men, irrespective 
religions or metaphysical beliefs." By this statement he 
that a new religion or philosophy is being sought. 

In Mr. E. F. Tittle's article, "What Will the Church Do 
with Jesus?" I found tho following quotation; "Jesus has shared the 
fate of all prophets. A prophet is first taken seriously and then 
damaned. Then when a long time is passed, he is revered apothesizc-- 
ed, and no longer taken seriously." 

Although page is sincere as a pacifist, as may be seen in his 
book"War, Its Causes, Consequences, and Cure," he has an idea that 
the constitution cf the United States is obsolete. A quotation 
from "War, Its Causes, Consequences, and Cure" reads, "was is 
caused by dogmas and emotion of nationalism—the doctrine of 
nationalism creates superstitions end hatredsHe struck at the 
foundations of our government when he wrote "Would Jesus 
Capital.::urn?" So one can see that Page is in favor of

Illinois should speak at a Pi fappa Delta Convention on 
the subject ef freedom ef expression, do are here as 
representatives ef nearly every state in the union; and each 
of you ean sail te mind the names of men and ./omen who 
suffered beeanse they dared te voiee their eenviotlons. 
Massachusetts leeks hack te dilliam Loyd Garrison and deadell 
Phillips; Michigan has Ana Howard Shaw; Ohio was the heme 
ef the Beeehera; disoonsin claims Prancee £. dillard; and 
Illinois is synonymous with Abraham Lincoln and Elijah 
Lovejey. These people are new revered for their worthy 
ideals and steadfast courage, but the average eltiaen forgets 
the fact that te-day brillaint and devoted men are denied a 
hearing beoause they voiee eenviotlons not in harmony with 
certain aeeepted traditions and points ef view. Perhaps it 
may be true that the perseoution of the prophet is the cost 
of seeial progress, but the privilege ef listening te enlight¬ 
ened opinions is one of the blessings ef education-— -a 

blessing sometimes refused by well-meaning but blinded 
people. 

A few years age, a Y.M.C.A. secretary at a eellege 
in Michigan was dismissed beoause he was influential in 
bringing to the campus a man who is outstanding in his 
denunciation ef war* At a well known municipal eellege 
located in Kansas, placards advertising the appearamee of 
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of Sherwood iSddy were ton down by the commander of tho 
B.O.T.Q. encouraged by patriotic ordoro which triad in overy 
way to prevent tho neetings. But I aan point most signif¬ 
icantly to examples from my own stato. Last November, 

Xirby fags was invited to speak at the high school and oollego 
in Monmouth, bnt certain organizations not agreeing with 
his ideals stirred up such agitation that his talk at the 
high soheol had to be cancelled. She committee was nnsuoe 
easeful, however, in its efforts to stop tho nootings at 
the college. The president of a sister institution was so 
beafUTged with objections to Page's appearing on their 
campus that ho called the Monmouth administration for advice. 
At a leading Illinois stato teachers' college, scheduled 
appearanoes of Borman Thomas and^the President of the League 
for Industrial Demooraoy were cancelled after protest meetings 
in the homes of prominent citizens. 

tfhy do those instances arouse the indignation of 
thinking citizens and thinking students? Because they are 
evidences of interference with one of the foundation prin¬ 
ciples of a democracy— the right of each individual to 

question the polieies of a nation or a social order. Our 
government should welcome criticism from any citizen, for 
only by the means sf free discussion can the evils of an 
institution bo discovered* If there is nothing that challenges 
tho people to question its pelisies, there is little hope 
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for its survival* The power of Bgypt, Greeoe and Borne 
waned, and their vitality was sapped when their patriots 
failed to inspect the generally aeoepted traditions* let 
the United States does set recognize the great importance 
discussion plays in the discovery of wrongs* In 1931 she 
had twenty-five political prisoners. Three ef these are 
in Pennsylvania charged with distributing literature that 
contained ideas a little nere advanced than that which Is 
generally accepted* Six men in Gall fo ml an penitentiaries 
are serving sentences sf from thrse te forty-two years, 
because they dared te protest against the Isw wages and 
intolerable working conditions ts which they were subjected*

Furthermore, any institution that is worthy of 


life is capable of standing discussion* Truth, righteousness, 
and justice can never be harmed by criticism; in fact thoir 
virtues will stand out acre predominantly in contrast 
with the sordid and false accusations of those who wish to 
tear them down* The abolition cause flourished during the 
attempted enforcement of the slave laws# the ehuroh has

grown and proaperod since the reformation; Christianity 
expanded from the impetus of the persecution under fiero. 

Sew ideas of the nature of the universe, of Cod and Eis 
relation to man may alter traditional forms of organised 
religion, hut they ean only olarlfy the groat teachings 
of Christ* Hoj attacks e nnot mar an industrial system 
if it &s based upon social justice; a government if it is 
truly servijig the people* or a religion if it is founded 
on truth* 

On the other h*nd, if the advocator is sponsoring 
a wrong sause, it will die of itself* An institution or 
movement that does not have the elements of truth in it 
sannot prevail alone* The luritajnieal belief in witeh- 
oraft has ceased to exist excepting on the pages of history} 
yet the fundamental belief in Cod and Christ remains* 
ditchcraft oeuld net have lived, for inherent in itself 
were these elements that would Inevitably bring its 
downfall* The ImprastiealitiOs of the "hack to nature" 
doctrine caused its failure* Ruins of oomraunistio settle* 
meats dot many towns in Amerisa; they scold not meet the 
testing* Sound judgment oan come only after weighing the 
values on both sides of a public question, and this we 
cannot do, if we are denied the hearing of one* 

for these reasons the process of education should 
bo tolerant. Mt> mind ean grew on carefully predigeated 
food, selected by interests with a prejudice to perpetuate*

Jhen those interests, political, eaonomio, patriotic, 
religions, permit the presentation of bnt one side of a 
great issue, they are not edueating for a more glorlus 
citizenship but as Janes Harvey Hoblnson said, "for the 
sane eld oitisenship whioh has so far failed to meet the 
crying injustices of a dotal and political Ufa." Kirby 
Page is a pacifist; he believes that never again must 
the world resort to war* He advocates ene method of 
obtaining that goal. A week after he was refused per¬ 
mission to speak to the students of Monmouth high school, 
a man representing the Veterans of foreign dare delivered 
a spread eagle address te that assembly, demanding strong 
military preparedness as the way te peace. By what 
criterion do we judge the one cause right the ether 
wrong; the one speaker patriotie, the ether nett The 
reasons advanced by the organisations for their aetloh 
was that young people in high school and oellege would 
aeeept everything a speaker said. If that be true, and 
you and I knew tee well the questioning mind of youth to 
believe it, what a single sold of fixed ideas they received* 
Is it possible that thia may be one of the reasons why 
President Hoover was constrained to say that "it seems 
strange and incredible that after all the centuries cf 
gan*a experience with war, we have te discuss it and 
argue against it." 





■Sven within our colleges we have placed a hale 
around certain institutions* It was hut three er four 
years age that several Hid-we t college debate coaches 
were told that they would not he permitted to discuss 
the question of inter-ocllegiate athletics in public 

debate* Last year pressure was brought to hear on Michigan

colleges by the layne County Medical Association to prevent 
student debates on state medicine. If the inter-collegiate 
athletic program has its faults, why not discuss them? 

If the private dispensation of medical aid Is better than, 
a state system, it will survive student debates* Perhaps, 
we have net questioned our forensic program enough* If 
we did, might we not make our debates more vital! «fay do 
we to eh the teehnique of persuasion and audience analysis 
In one olass and Ignore them, whan we exhibit our wares?
